Ottawa, September 26— An Air Ca- 
det League of Canada has been form. 
ed. This body of young men of 15 or 
16 years of age, which will have bran- 
ches throughut the country, will have 
as its first president, Mr G. B, Foster, 
K. C. of Montreal and as its first hon- 
orary president Air Vice Marshal W 
A. Bishop, V. C., the well known air- 
man of the last war. The boys will be 
given a certain amount of drill and 
will hear lectures on air matters from 
RCAF officers. When they reach the 
required age they may be admittted 
for further training in the air force. 
As in the case of military cadets they 
will receive drill in certain periods at 
the public schools, The cadet league 
is a civillan organization, supported 
by civilian funds, but it is sponsored 
by the air ministry. The new Air Cad- 
et League will operate along much the 
@ame lines as the Sea Cadets. 

The minister of national war ser. 
vices, Mr Gardiner, has given further 
instruction and explanation in regard 
tothe training of men listed under na 
tional registration. No one declared 
physically fit by the examining doct- 
ore will be permanently excused from 
training. If any one has been called out 
he must go to camp. If, however, he is 
employed in an occupation of a season- 
al character or in a vital war indus- 
try, he may apply for postponement 
and the board of the territory in 
which he is located will decide on the 
application. The jobs of those called 
for training will be kept for them. As

would have been comparatively easy 
for lone bombers to arrive in Canada 
and destroy valuable plants and stor- 
ages, Today that would not be so easy 
but it is still possible.

The men 
receiving training in camps will be 
able to render effective aid in driving 
off any such attempted attack. 


The people of Canada have sub- 
scribed in full for Canada’s Second 
War Loan of $300,000,000. After some 
delay the small investor came more 
freely into the picture. It is felt by 
observers here that the people are be- 
ginning to realize more and more 
clearly that the financial support of 
even the person of most modest means 
must be placed at the back of the gov- 
ernment, The future may be clouded 
but there is no clouding of the issue 
at stake in the conflict. It is an issue 
between freedom and slavery. 

Either in the middle or towards the 
end of October, the government is ex- 
pected to make further announcements 
of its wheat policy. The increased 
quota of eight bushels of wheat in- 


stead of five to be delivered to the 
wheat board has unquestionably re 
lieved the situation, It means from 40 
to 50 million dollars more ready cash 
for the Western producer. But whether 
there will be also advances on tarm 
held wheat and if so what system will 
be adopted, remains obscure. Mr Mac- 
Kinnon, minister of trade and com- 
merce, wh ohas been touring the West 
has returned to Ottawa to confer with 
his associates. 

The people of Canada are waiting to 
hear whether the St. Lawrence Water 
way will be started. Interest as far as 
Canada is concerned centres on new 
power that might be needed for war 
industries.

It may be utterly prosey for me to 
tel Ithe member of this Rotary Club 
that we have here in Alberta the lar- 
gest and most magnificent national 
park erea in the world; that we have 
twenty Switserlands rolled into one; 
that we have the largest perpetual ice 
fiel doutside of the Arctic and Antarc- 
tic regions; and that our glittering 
mountains, our gem-like, mirror sur- 
faced lakes, our verdant  foreats, 
laughing waterfalls and our vast 
wealth of wild life, bring exclamat- 
ions of rapture from the lips of visit- 
ors who behold and enjoy them. ‘hat 
is pot news to ou, but it must, when 
you think about it, be a matter of deep 
concern to know that while we have 
the most numerous and most mugni- 
ficent attractions on the face of the 
earth, they are, possibly, the most 
poorly develped so far as activities 
and accommodations are concerned 
and, until this season, except by the 
railways, have been left unpublicized. 

If our motor trave) business were 
as large as Ontario's theoretically, 


the Alberta government would elimi- 
nate all forms of provincial taxation. 
To cite another example, if—and this 
is not a very big “if’’ because we shall 
be doing it within the next two or 
three years; if we could attract to our 
national parks here in Alberta during 
the three summer months as many 
visitors as the one city of Miami, 
Florida, attracts during thewinter sea- 
son, we would be importing $200,- 
000,000 worth of business and foreign 
exchange to this province alone, in- 
stead of the meagre eight or ten mil- 
lion dollars which, possibly, we im- 
ported this season. I say, we may total 
that amount for this season. Last 
season the total was less than fivev 
million dollars. So you see, we have 
merely scratched the surface of our 
possibilities,

tials necessary to its ultimate devel-

RED CROSS ITEMS 
DRIVE FOR $5,000,000 


Food parcels for British prisoners ot 
war at a cost of 
seven convalescent 
built in Canada, and increased ship- 
ments of clothing and medical sup 
plies for victims of the blitzkrieg of 
Britain constitute important items in 
the Canadian Red Cross budget for 
which a $5,000,000 appeal will be made 
to Canadiaus during the coming weeks 

These obligations, entailing expend 
itures which could not be anticipated 
at the outbreak of the war, are to be 
carried out in addition to the normal 
tasks of the Red Cross in providing 
assistance to the Canadian and British 
Army Medical Corps. 

Only on a basis of anticipation, dur- 
ing the long mouths ol so called 
“sitzkreig”’, and on a policy of pre 
paredness, was the Canadian Red 
Cross prepared to step into crisis alt- 
er crisis during recent months. 

In anticipation of similar needs, un- 
predictable but possible, the Red 
Cross must face the second year of war 
while it pours overseas a vast flood 
of things needed now by rescue work- 
ers and relief crews...

Red Cross To Send 10,000 
Parcels Per Week To 
Prisoners of War 


Karly this week, there was received 
from London another cable which ask- 
ed if, because of circumstances over 
seas, we could undertake ten thous 
and parcels instead of five thousande 
On Thursday, the Central Council ol 
the Red Cross met in Toronto,. Dele- 
gates from all parts of Canada 
imously agreed that the Canadian Red 
Cross should not only relieve the Bri- 
tish Red Cross by undertaking to pro- 
vide and ship ten thousand parcels a 
week for British prisoners of war in 
Germany, but that also the work 
should be financed by the Canadian 
Society. It will cost about one million 
dollars a year. Preparations already 
are under way, and en route to Can- 
ada is Mrs Coste, a Canadian woman 
who has been engaged in the packing 
of prisoners’ parcels in England, who 
will demonstrate to Red Cross work- 
ers here just how such parcels are 
packed in accordance with the rigid 
rules laid down.

Early in this war, stories were smug 


gled through to America via Rome 
and Britain, stories which would not 
pass the local censors, Then when 


Italy entered the war, the ress group 
wandered all over Europe  tinding 
places from which to send their des 
patches, and are now located in Zur- 
teh, Switzerland, and Lisbon, Portugal. 
These are the last two strongholds, 
and if they fall, said the speaker, we 
may look for neWs only that has been 
passed b ythe governments, 

A curious situation arose during the 
campaign against France, said Mr 
Needham, when the Allied armies ra- 
ther discouraged reporters from show- 
{ng themselves at the front. This is in 
line with their usual custom, Ger- 


many on the other hand, urged them 
to go up to the front, gave them every 
possible assistance in finding what 
they looked for, and even allowed 
them to use the official telegraph for 
sending in their despatches, In this 


Way, We got absolutely all the news 
trom Germany, and wery, very little 
irom the Allied armies, France kept 


the lid tight on news in her own pap- 
ers all through the campaign, with the 
result, that when the government had 
capitulated, the populace knew almost 
hothing of the circumstances leading 
up to it, they were not in the 
prepared, and this very materially 
aided in their complete breakdown,

The only free countries in the world 
ottoday, insofar as the press is con- 
cerned said the reporter, are Great 
Britain, Canada, United States, South 
America and Australia, and there is 
little indication that South America 
is likely to remain among the group 
for long. 

The Canadian censors board are not 
censors, said Mr Needham, they are 
merely advisors. They cannot say; 
“This article Must not be printed.” 
All they can do is to advice against 
printing it, They realize, he said, that 
inthis country there can be no longer 
uny complete censorship, since the 
amount of printed “stuff” coming in 
trom the United States, and foreign 
countries, and the airwave reception, 
preclude all possibilities of building up 
a wall of misinformation. The former 
might be shut out, he declared, but 
the airwaves were something that are 
uncontrollable. 

The American and the Canadian 
reader gets more news of what is hap. 
pening in teh world, more information, 
more facts, than anyone else in the 
world, This is going to be an inestim- 
able factor in the attitude of these 
countries after the war, towards the 
reorganization and rebuilding which 
will necessarily follow.

THE EDMONT' TON LETTER

Edmonton, Alberta, Sept. 26— Dur- 
ing the past week the central theme 
for speculation and interest has been 
what will the final result of all the ne 
gotiations over solution for the wheat 
problem be? Everywhere in Alberta, 
where the marketing of the grain 
crop is of paramount importance to 
the welfare and prosperity of the pro 
vince, the question has been heard. 

The chief spokesman so far on the 
Dominion government side of the mat 
ter has been Hon, J, A. MacKinnon, 
who has been in Edmonton on his first 
visit since becoming a cabinet minis- 
ter with a portfolio, Mr MacKinnon 
spent several days in Edmonton and 
spoke both publicly and privately as 
if the solution was not far away, and 
Was a certainty. He repeatedly spoke 
of the hopes of the government for a 
speedy settlement in the interest of 
the farmers in the west. 

En route back east Mr MacKinnop 
told interviewers in Winnipeg Friday 
evening, he hoped that a quota of 10 
bushels for each seeded acre of wheat 
would be general in the west by Dec. 
enjber 1st. 

With a general quota of 10 bushels 
to the acre, normal exports of three 
million bushels a week and home ccn- 
sumption of one million bushels a 
week, it could be expected that about 
85 per cent of this year’s crop would 
be off the farm by the end of the 
crop year, July 31, said Mr MacKin- 
non, 

The minister emphasized that the 
possibly of an advance on farm stored 
grain had not been ruled out. 

While Alberta farmers and others 
in western Canada continue to await 
some definite word on the solution of 
payment and marketing of the west 
ern wheat crop, authoritative reports 
from Ottawa over the week end indi- 
cated that the whele story of negotia- 
tions under way has not been divul- 
ged yet to the public by the federal 
government or any of its members. 


A few more weeks may elapse be- 
fore certain definite proposals made 
already to the dominion, offering real 
assistance to it in taking over the 
crop trom the farmers, have been con- 
sidered intensively enough by the 
federal authorities to allow a definite 
decision n them, and to start the ma- 
chinery in action if they are adopted. 

Meanwhile, Premier John Bracken, 
of Manitoba, who reportedly has play- 
ed an important part in negotiations 
so far with federal authorities con- 
cerning the wheat crop, has issued a 
Statement refuting the idea that any 
organization or body except the fed- 
eral government is responsible for 
the solution of the problem, 

“The door of the dominion is ex- 
actly where the problem lies, and no- 
where else,” Premier Bracken said. 

“The dominion government has 
bought the crop but has so far arran- 
ged to pay for only one-third of it. As 
a result, the western economy will be 
short 80 to 100 million dollars for the 
bext two months, 

“This shortage can be provided or 
it can be withheld through the instru- 
mentality of the Dominion and by no 
ne else.” 

At the same time the Winnipeg 
Tribune, which seldom sees eye to eye 
with Premier Bracken on public ques- 
tions, observed editorially that the 
federal government is committed al- 
ready to pay 70 cents per bushel for 
wheat on delivery, and that no other 
organization or body except the do- 
minion government has the duty of 
meeting that requirement. The news- 
Papers condemned “the unwarranted 
assumption that the responsibility lies 
with the banks, the elevator compan- 
ies, or the prairie governments.” 

The Tribune declared further that 
“the federal cabinet’s air of being ta- 
ken by surprise (by the wheat prob- 
lem) {is not primarily the fault of Hon, 
J. A. MacKinnon; it is the fault sole- 
ly and exclusively, of Hon. Jimmy 
Gardiner, the part time minister of 
trade and agriculture,
